‘The Government would be 
justified in opening letters which they believed 
would throw light on the machinations of a secret 
society like that of the Fenians, '* which pursued 
felonious ends by the most atrocious nieans," He 
declined to state what had been done,

HOW THE BOERS 
DEFEATED GENERAL COLLEY 
AT SCHAINS НООСТЕ, 


It was on Tuesday morning, Feb. 8, that, as же 
'Jearn from the Times’ Special, “the 60th Rifles, 500 
strong, with two nine, two seven, and two four 
pounders, left the camp under General Sir G. Colley. 
Nothing was seen of the enemy until we got to 
Schains Hoogte, high ground about one mile on the 
Newcastle side of the Ingogo. There the scouts ex- 
changed shots, the 7-pounders being left on a ridge 
in left rear of the camp. The Rifles, extended in 
skirmishing order, advanced from the river flat to the 
ridge of the hill. The vedettes came in and said the 
enemy was in force 400 yards on our right and left. 
The moment we get to the top of the hill, which 


| has an area of flat of about four acres, we saw about 


one hundred mounted Boers on the ridge below this, 
600 yards distant as the crow flies Captain Greer’s 
9-pounder immediately unlimbered. and fired а couple 
of shells, but the elevation was too high. The Boers 
immediately rushed into в donga for shelter. The 
Rifles, having lined the crest of the hill, kept up a 
smart fire until noon. The Boers returned the fire 
hotly from all sides of the hill except therear. One 
9-pounder facing the right, and another the left, 
kept up a fire for a good half-hour. The fire of the 
Boers slackened for ten minutes, then recommenced, 
and was kept up briskly from all sides for ten 
minutes. 

“2.80 p.m.—The Boers’ fire is slackening. Our 
artillery are not wasting their ammunition. Lieu- 
tenant Parsons has just passed me, aud, in answer 
to my hail, says he has only five gunners left. Тһе 

‚ Boers seem to direct their fire on the guns. My horse 
was shot in two places as he stood by my side within 
ten minutes of the first gun fire. General Colley was 

within fifteen yards at the time, coolly engaged in 
directing operations. The bullets fly unpleasantly 
close, mostly over our heads, on the centre of the 
hill-top. 

* 9,40 p.m.— The Boers are now in the rear, keep- 
ing пра dropping fire. 

** 3.40 p.m.—Occasional shots are still being fired 
on both sides, but there is evidently a lull in the 
fight. The two seven-pounders left in the rear of 
the camp have not advanced, neither has any sign 
been seen of any movement of our men in that 
direction. Captain Greer was killed early in the 
action. Lieutenant Parsons then had charge of both 
guns, and coolly worked them when the fire at the 


guns was hottest. He was here and there, directing 
the fire and seeing to the moving of the guns as 
quietly and coolly as on parade. The casualties 
among the gunners are very heavy; over a dozen 
wounded are lying around now, sheltering themselves 
behind dead horses and limbers. Our artillerymen 
were not more than 500 yards distant from the Boers, 
and so close that case shot and reverted shrapnel 
were used.” 


OUR GUNNERS PICKED OFF, 

The active Special of the Standard was also an 
eyewitness of the engagement, with regard to which 
he states, writing from Fort Amiel on the day after 
the encounter :— 

* The troops had not anticipated a heavy day's 
fighting, as the General told them before starting at 
eight in the morning that they were going to make 
a demonstration, and would be back іп camp in time 
for their dinners. 

“ The enemy were on horseback when first seen, 
but upon в shell taking effect among them at about 
fifteen hundred yards distance they |тойе off, and, 
having dismounted under cover behind the hills, 
opened fire. 

“From twelve o'clock until dusk it was a rifle 
duel under cover. 

“Our guns from time to time took part in it, but 
the enemy's fire was so severe that it was impossible 
to work the guns continuously, the men failing 
almost as soon as they stood up. 

‘¢ With the sole exception of Lieutenant Parsons, 
who was wounded late in the day, every officer, 
driver, gunner, and horse in the battery were hit 
shortly after the action began. 

* The guns were completely silenced for an hour; 
some of the infantry then assisted. One piece was 
thus kept in action throughout the day, but it was a 
dangerous duty, and those serving it had continually 
to be replaced. 

“The guns were actually whitened all over with 
the marks of the bullets, and for anybody to stand 
up beside them was certain death. 

“ The enemy occasionally crept up to within two 
hundred yards of the position, but never attempted 
arush. The greater portion of the fighting was at 
a distance of six or seven hundred yards. 

“Тһе tactics of the Boers are described as admir- 
able. They moved trom. flank to flank, ópening fire 
time after time from unexpected positions. For our 
men to advance and charge at the point of the 
bayonet was quite impossible, for they would all have 
been shot down before reaching the enemy. The 
fight was one of rifles, where the Boers were vastly 
superior to our troops. : 

“ There бап be no doubt that yesterday's affair 
was а serious repulse for our troops. Captain 
Macgregor, of the Staff; Captain Greer, Royal 
Artillery ; Lieutenants Garnet and O'Connell, of the 
60th, were killed ; and Lieutenants Pixley, Parsons, 
Thistlethwaite, and Haworth, of the 60th, wounded. 
One hundred and sixty men were killed or 
wounded.” 


GENERAL COLLEY’S RETREAT 
UNDER COVER OF DARKNESS. 


** Our position at sunset appeared desperate. The 
men had no rations, and a most difficult country lay 
between them and the camp, the enemy being 
certainly close at hand. 

* At nine p.m. General Colley ordered the force 
to march as quietly as possible down to the river; 
the horses which remained were harnessed to the 
guns,and all left the position without the enemy 
discovering that the movement was in progress. 

** There was great difficulty in crossing the river, 
which was rapidly rising with the falling rain. 

** At last all, with the exception of the wounded 
and an ammunition-waggon left on the ground, got 
across. 

“Тһе sufferings of the wounded were very great. 
They had no water, aud the wind and rain continued 
all night." 
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NIGHT ON THE BATTLE-FIELD. 


“Тһе Doctor describes experience of last night on 
battle-field as heartrending. Cries for water were 
incessant; some men sucked and chewed their 
blankets, the rain all the time descending in torrents, 
each lightning flash showing where the dead and 
dying strewed the ground. 

** At twelve o'clock some waggons came from camp 
with orders from the General to take the wounded 
into Newcastle. 

* Many of the Boers came down and spoke with 
the men with the waggons. They offered no objection 
to the removal of the wounded. They deplored the 
war, but said that it was their duty to shoot down all 
soldiers who came into their country.” 


THE НЕШОСВАРН, 

Our Engraving of the Heliograph being used by 
the British Army illustrates a significant sentence 
in the War Correspondence of the Zimes. In his 
cump fronting Lang’s Neck, General Colley was 
palpably almost as isolated after the encounter of 
Feb. 8 as was General Pearson at Ekowe during the 
Zulu War. “Тһе Heliograph from the camp to 
Newcastle relieves the telegraph,” said the Zimes 
Correspondent on the 10th inst. 

Just as General Pearson, when cooped up in 
Ekowe, received by means of the Heliograph the 
welcome news that succour was at hand in the shape 
of a combined body of Bluejackets and Redcoats, 
who made short work of the enemy when they once 
got to, close quarters with them, so we trust the 
Heliograph will ere long flash the glad tidings that 
GENERAL бін EvELYN Woop is en route to relieve 
Sir George Colley from ‘the fix his too precipitate 
advance has placal him in. Аз our readers know, 


the Heliograph consists of a mirror mounted on a 
stand so that it can catch the sun's rays and reflect 
them with ease and precision in any desired 
direction. Ву a combination of long and short 
flashes, equivalent to the dashes and dots of the 
Morse Code of "Telegraphy, the letters of the 
alphabet are indicated, aud the transmission of 
verbal messages made possible. Good signallers can 
sehd at the rate of twelve or fifteen words per 
minute by the Heliograph, the drawing of which 
cannot fail to be regarded with deep interest now 
this invaluable instrument is partially relied upon as 
а means of communication between Gen. Colley’s 
Camp and the town of Newcastle, where intelligeuce 
has been awaited with no small measure of alarm. 


LIEUT. WILKINSON DROWNED. 


A sad episode of General Colley’s retreat across the 
river, on the night of Feb. 8, has to be related. 
Lieutenant Wilkinson, of the 60th Rifles, was 
drowned whilst this difficult operation was being 
effected, the current being very rapid at the time. 

Lieutenant Edward О. Н. Wilkinson was born on 
Oct. 16, 1853. Не entered the Army iu 1873 as a 
sub-lieutenant in the 60th King’s Royal Rifle Corps, 
and was adjutant of the 3rd Battalion of his 
regiment from 1875 to the time of his death. He 
served during the Zulu War, and was present at the 
battle of Giughilovo and the relief of tikowe. ‘lhe 
oflicial telegrum from the General Officer Com- 
трапа па in Natal states that Lieutenant Wilkinson 
lost his life by drowning while crossing the flooded 
stream tor the purpose of taking aid to the wounded, 
three officers and fifty-two men of them being of 
Lieutenant  Wilkiuson's regiment. Lieutenant 
Wilkinson was educated at Etou, was captain of the 
‘ton leven, and played in the Eton aud {larrow 
natch іп the years 1871-2.

intercept the troops advancing from Natal. But we 
learnt by cablegram on Sunday last that “Тһе 
2nd battalion of the 60th Regiment has arrived at 
Biggarsberg with one troop of Hussars, and has 
encamped in a favourable position, and is waiting 
for the 92nd and 97th Regiments.” 


It seemed from this advance of the Boers that 
they were acting on a settled plan, of which the 
bold advance to the Biggarsberg was a development. 
Sir George Colley’s force was practically removed 
from the board; while Newcastle, with its accumu- 
lated supplies and herds of transport oxen, was 
1ardly in a condition to make even a defence. Тһе 
Biggarsberg is a range of hills that runs across the 
upper part of Natal, stretching from the Drakens- 
berg to within a few miles of the Buffalo river. 
The road, which crosses it at an elevation of over 
4200 feet, runs through a narrow defile, following 
generally the course of a small stream which flows 
into the Sunday river. The ground is extremely 
broken, affording abundant cover for riflemen at 
points commanding the road. If, therefore, the 
engagement which is expected takes place, the 
chances are in favour, whatever its result, of heavy 
losses on the British side. It istrue that the men 
now marching to the front are of different calibre to 
many of those who were included, in Sir George 
Colley's force. "They have seen service in a far more 
trying climate than that of Natal, which, in spite of 
its heat and its rains, is rather invigorating than the 
reverse to men in sound health. It is also in the 
highest degree satisfactory to know that Sir Evelyn 
Wood has arrived at Natal, where he will be able to 
infuse life and organisation into the operations 
going forward. 


THE BLOCKADED TOWNS IN 
THE TRANSVAAL. | 


The details of the siege of Pretoria and Stan- 
derton, as telegraphed last Saturday by the 
Standard’s Special Correspondents, are calculated to 
alleviate any uneasiness as to the position of the 
garrisuns of those towns. Indeed, the word siege is 
inapplicable to the operations of the Boers with 
reference to them. The laager attacked on Jan. 6 
by Colonel Gildea is said to have been twelve miles 
distant from Pretoria, and even the little garrison of 
Standerton manage to keep а circle of two miles 
round the town clear of enemies. ‘These towns, 
therefore, are blockaded rather than besieged, and 
although attacks nre occasionally made by night, 
these do not seem to be seriously meant. 

In a sortie from Potschefstroom the soldiers from 
the fort killed and wounded over thirty Boers. Тһе 
garrison there holds out pluckily. ‘The enemy have 
cleared from the Wakkerstroom district. - They are, 
no doubt, opposing Sir George Colley.

MR. JOUBERT'S TERMS. 


It appears that prior to marching from Newcastle 
Sir George Colley Sent to Mr. Joubert demanding 
the retirement of the Boer forces. ‘The Boer leaders 
replied that they would only desist on condition of 
their annexation being rescinded, and their indepen- 
dence restored under the protectorate of the Queen, 
with the right to hoist the British flag one day yearly 
at Pretoria. ‘his news was only made known here 
It is worth

BRITISH REINFORCEMENTS 
FOR THE TRANSVAAL. 


The great necessity for cavalry to meet оп equal 
terms the mounted marksmen of the Transvaal 
decided the Government to order two additional 
regiments of that branch to swell the force now 
moving up from Durban to the front, and the two 
regiments selected are the 11th Hussars (Prince 
Albert’s Own), now. stationed at Hounslow and 
Colchester, and the 14th Hussars (Kiug's Own), at 
present on duty in India, with its head-quarters at 
Bangalore. Further, it is ordered that officers and 
men of the loyal Artillery to the number of 160 
shall augment the strength of that branch of the 
service at the Cape; 700 infautry from various 
regiments will be sent to fill up the regiments now 
engaged, and one hundred or more of the An 
Service Corps and Атту Hospital, Corps will 
be required for the Intendance Department of 
the additional force. esides these, special 
provision will be made for ген те out a considerable 
number of extra officers, both to supply vacancies 
and provide for the many casualties amongst the 
commissioned combatants which the tactics of the 
enemy have rendered a matter of special calculation. 

То provide for the speedy conveyance of these 
reinforcements, Admiral Sir. Willian Mends, the 
Chief.of the ‘Transport Department at the Admiralty, 
has telegraphed to Capt. Symonton, of the Hankow, 
which was, us expected, the first to arrive at Natal 
with the troops sent from England last month, 


directing him to proceed at once with his ship to’ 
Bombay to fetch part of the 14th Hussars, for whieh | 


the ship is y fitted with stabling, and. the 
conveyance of the remainder will probably be pro- 
vided with local freightage. 


Captain Brownlow, C.B., R.N., the Admiralty 
surveyor, at once set abont the selection 22555003 
ships for carrying the men and horses from England, 
and found that it would be necessary to charter three 
large vessels for the purpose, besides making use of 
the ordinary mail-steamers to such extent as they 
were available. He was engaged for the greater 
part of Saturday in the inspection of ships in the 
Victoria and Albert Docks, accompanied by his usual 
assistants and the same tradesmen who have on 
similar occasions rendered efficient service in various 
departments of labour. Two steamers of the Donald 
Currie Line will take the buik of the infantry—the 
Lapland, sailing from the East India Docks, Black- 
wall, on Friday, with about 800 men; and the 
Balmoral Castle, from the same place on March 15 
with the remainder of the draughts. ‘hese ships, 
being the ordinary mails, will call at Dartmouth for 
the letter bags and latest orders. Of the three 
cavalry ships two were practically chosen on Satur 
day, these being the Nemesis, a steamer of 2200 
tons, belonging to Adamson, Ronaldson, and Co., of 
London, and the Calabria, of 3321 tons, one of tle 
Telegraph Construction and Maintenance ships. 

A staff of army nurses, under Superintendent A. E. 
Caulfield, will be sent to the seat of war in the 
next outgoing mail-steamer. The hurses proceeding 
out are Sisters Mackay, Gray, and Gerrard, and 
Mrs. Fellowes.

MATCH BETWEEN HANLAN 
AND LAYCOCK FOR THE SCULL- 
ING CHAMPIONSHIP, 


Tur wet weather of Monday last threw a damper on the 
match between Edward Hanlan, of Toronto, and Elias С, 
Laycock, of Sydney, New South Wales, for £1000 and the 
Championship of the World, The match arose out of the 
race between Hanlan and Trickett and the Hop Bitters 
Regatta, It will be remembered that the Canadian beat 
Trickett with ridiculous ease in their match, and that 
Laycock scored a gallant victory over Wallace Ross, 
Hosmer, Warren Smith, and other competitors in 
the regatta, in which Hanlan did not take part. It 
was then generally felt that the two cracks should not 
be permitted to return home without a meeting, and, 
after lengthened negotiations, a match was arranged to 
take place on Jan, 17. On that day the river was so full 
of floating ice that any idea of rowing was quite out of the 
question, and, after a fruitless postponement from day to 
day for nearly a week, all hope of immediate hostilities was 
given up, and the event fixed for St. Valentine's Day. In 
the meantime neither man was idle, as Hanlan, accom- 
panied by Ross and Bubear, went to Southampton, while 
the Australian took up his quarters at Southwick, near 
Shoreham, so both obtained plenty of practice on salt water, 
Of course as soon as (һе frost broke both were glad to 
return to Putney for their final spins. As usual, Hanlan 
delighted every one with the form he showed in his daily 
trips on the river, and itis по exaggeration to say that he 
has attained a perfection in the art of sculling that 
seems quite beyond the тезеп of any of his rivals. 
Laycock, too, at one time ,showed great improve- 
ment on his first displays іп this country; but last 
week he seems to have retrograded, and was once 
more pulling a e. short stroke, and not making the best 
use of his slide, 1 bets on the race made before the post- 
ponement were “о,” and there was very little fresh 
speculation, odds of 5 to 2 and 8101 on Hanlan failing to 
tempt many of Laycock’s admirers, "The performances of 
both men have been given so frequently of late that it is 
unnecessary to recapitulate them, Нашат, whois nearly 
twenty-six years of age, and weighed 10st. 915, when he 
stepped into his boat on Monday, has enjoyed a career of 
almost unbroken success, having met with his only serious 
reverse in the Hop Bitters Regatta, which took place at 
Rhode Island, Providence. last summer, when he finished 
absolutely last, having, it is alleged, sprained himself 
severely during the contest. Laycock is some years oider 
than his opponent, and seales 12st. 41b. Until the lust 
few months he has always been considered inferior to 
Trickett, who has defeated him two or three times іп 
Australia, but he made such short work of Dlackman, 
Hosmer, and Riley, in separate matches, and then displayed 
such brilliant staying powers in the Hop Bitters Regatta, 
that it was felt that he ought to have the chance of avenging 
his fellow-colonist’s defeat by Hanlan, 


THE PROCESSION. 

It was arranged that the men should be in their boats at 
two o’clock punetually, unless the state of the tide com- 
pelled them to start a little earlier; but, in spite of this 
agreement, it was past that hour when Hanlan sculled 
quietly down the Middlesex side of the river towards the 
Aqueduct, Laycock did not join him for quite ten minutes, 
and then more time was cut to waste in two or three pre- 
liminary bursts, strippiag, &e., so that it was nearly half 
an hour late when a start was effected from two boats 
moored off the Star and Garter. 

Hanlan rowed іп a blue sleeveless jersey and a cap of the 
same colour; while, contrary to his usual custom, Laycock 
did not strip to the buff, but appeared ina pink jersey. 
The former was shown up by G. Drewitt, and Trickett 
piloted his compatriot. In some cases as much as 4 to 1 
was laid on Hanlan on board the umpire’s boat, prior to 
the start; but few speculators cared to buy money at such 
a high rate. ‘The favourite, having won the toss for stations, 
took the Middlesex side, and began to draw to the front 
directly they got off. He was rowing thirty-six strokes in 
the first minute to the forty of Laycock ; but, notsvith- 
standing this, he was quite Clear at the Creek, and reached 
the steps in 2 min, 52sec. from the start, with six seconds in 
hand. As they passed the end of the Bishop's Walk, both 
men were pulling four strokes per minute. less than 
at tbe commencement of the stru now the ` 
Australian began to creep up a little, but soon fell away 
again, and at the Crab Tree (6 min. 12 866.) had lost 
another couple of seconds, Still he was closer than when . 
they passed the miie-post, and though on печгіпе Hammer- 


‘smith Bridge Hanlan eK increased his lead, yet &

capital piece of steering on Trickett’s part enabled L«yeock 
to gain nearly a length, and he passed under the centre 
arch of the bridge (9 min. 19 вес.) about three lengths 
behind the leader. It was felt thatthecritical point of the 
struggle had now arrived, for Laycock has almost invari- 
ably won his racesin Corney Reach. This time, however, 
he gave his admirers little hope, for though the want 
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of a rudder gave Hanlan some trouble in making 
the shoot for the Middlesex shore, yet Һе was 
evidently going quite at his ease, and maintained his 
advantage with little difficulty, Опсе under the shelter of 
the shore, he went away so rapidly that, оп. a rg denas 
Railway Bridge, he was fully six lengths in front, his time 
to that point being 21min, 13 вес. БИШ the Australian 
never relaxed his efforts for a moment, and, ro one of 
the est stern chases ever seen, was eventually defeated 
by four lengths іп 25min. 41sec., qs taken by Benson’s 
chronograph, the slow time being due to the fact that there 
Was very little tide. Hanlan has thus won the Sportsman 
Challenge Cup three times in succession, and it becomes his 
Own property. It is impossible to give Laycock too much 
credit for his plucky effort, and he only shared the fate that 
is in store for every other sculler who may be uniucky 
enough to meet Hanlan while he retains his present form. 


The proprictors of the Sportsman present Hanlan with 
8100, in addition to the handsome cup. They have also 
decided to offer a still more valuable trophy, а сар to cost 
200 guineas, for the Seulling Championship. Will not this 
tempt some plucky young Englishman to put his shoulders 
to the work, with a courageous resolve to beat Hanlan?

GENERAL ROBERTS'S 
NOTE OF WARNING TO 
THE WAR OFFICE. 


Tue Corporation of the City of London— 
sluggish in action as ever from over con- 
sumption of turtle—delayed its stereo- 
typed honouring of General Sir Frederick 
Roberts, the Hero of Candahar, till 
Monday last. Mr. B. Scott, the Cham- 
berlain, is never found wanting on these 
occasions, however dilatory the City 
Elders are. In presenting Sir Frederick 
Roberts with the sword in the Guildhall 
Library, on Monday, Mr. Scott was as 
happy as ever in summarising the brilliant 
career of the distinguished officer. 


GEN. ROBERTS ON THE 
BRITISH ARMY. 

Sir F. Roberts returned a duly graceful 
reply to Mr. Scott’s address of the after- 
noon. But the General reserved himself 
for ће evening. He was then entertained 
by Lord Mayor M‘Arthur at the Mansion 
House, and a distinguished company was 
invited to meet him. 


Sir Frederick Roberts, on rising to 
respond to the toast of the even- 
ing, was enthusiastically cheered. Having 
expressed the pride and happiness he 
felt at having been presented that day 
with the freedom of the greatest city іп 
the world and with a sword of honour, 
he said he thought he should best show 
his gratitude by giving to that illustrious 
assembly 


THE RESULT OF HIS 
EXPERIENCE AS А SOLDIER 


who had had opportunites in more than 
one campaign of testing the merits of 
our past and present system of army 
organisation. ‘There were two essential 
pointsin connection with our Army : first, 
that it was a volunteer one, and next, that 
the conditions under which it was 
oganised and the objects for which it 
was maintained were different from the 
conditions and objects which governed 
the requirements.of any Continental 
army. He understood by a volunteer 
army versus one raised by conscription 
that the soldiers belonging to it should; 
as far as the exigencies of the service 
would admit. be treated as volunteers 
throughout their whole career. We 
should, indeed, defeat our object if we 
called upon men to enlist of their own 
free wiil, and then, having secured their 
services, dealt with them as though they 
were mere machines. Some men wight 
possibly have no great preference for any 
particular regiment when they first made 
up their minds to enlist, and might be 
satisfied to join a brigade dépót, with the 
chance of being sent to this or that 
regiment. But, whenthey once had been 
posted, if that spirit of loyalty to their 
own corps was to be maintained, a spirit 
which every soldier kriew often prompted 
men to do. so much more than their 
duty; they should 


NOT BE REMOVED FROM THEIR 
REGIMENTS, 
except by their own choice, or at the most 
pressing demands of the service. Other 
теп, again, and certainly : those who 
belonged to the best educated and most 
desirable classes, had the strongest pre- 
judice in favour of the regiment which 
they elected to join. After citing one or 


two facts in confirmation of these opinions. 
| , 
| he said every soldier experienced in war 


would tell them that they should do all 
in their power to uphold the regimental 
system, and to foster and encourage that 
sensitive plant, 


ESPRIT DE CORPS, 
which, like other sentiments having their 
roots In our common nature, played as 
large and influential a part in life as the 
dictates of reason itself. Esprit de corps 
was the backbone of the British Army. It 
was this feeling which taught our soldiers 
to take an interest in the traditions 
of their regiment, and consequently to 
take а pride'in helping to keep up 
its good name. It must be remembered 


that fighting was not the only demand 
made upon our soldiers. It was, of course, 
the main object to be kept in view in any 
system of training; but all—especially 
British | soldiers— must ess great 
powers of endurance. Without them they 
are really worth nothing. What was it 
that caused the long casualty roll during 
a campaign; not the losses in battle, but 
thesteady, never-ceasing disease, brought 
about by insufficient and badly-cooked 
food, hard work, night duties, and b 
exposure to extremes of heat and cold. 
Against such trials only the strongest 
could bear up; and unless our regiments 
are composed of men full grown and of 
tried stamina, our armies—in point of 
numbers weak enough at the best for the 
work they had to do—must dwindle away 
very rapidly when they took the field.

without anexception. Hedesired to bring 
this home to them forcibly and clearly, for 
in a very short time they would have 
nothing but boy regiments. 


IF THE SYSTEM OF SHORT SERVICE 
WAS PERSISTED IN, 
it would be impossible for a British force 
ever again to perform such а march as 
those magnificent troops he had the 
honour and pride to command made 
from Cabul to Candahar. ‘The aim of the 
short-service system was, he understood 
the necessity of having a reserve of trained 
soldiers in England. He fully admitted 
this necessity; but, even after the ex- 
periences of 1871, he took leave to doubt 
whether we could always depend on 
securing the services of the reserve we 
were slowly forming, and of this he was 
quite certain—that we were sacrificing 


our Army to obtain а reserve, which, 


except in the case of a great national 
danger, it was evidently not intended to 
make use. of. Some means could, ће felt 
confident, be devised by which our Army 
should be able, without impairing its 
efficiency, to assistin making or training 
а reserve; but what we really required 
for England were two armies, 


A HOME ARMY, AND A FOREIGN SERVICE 
ARMY. 

These were trying times—times in which 
it behoved every Englishman to think of 
what was best for the country and the 
State. We have enemies without and 
within, and we must not hope to maintain 
the place we hold in the world unless we 
are prepared to maintain it alike by the 
wisdom of our counsels and by the 
strength and valour of our arms. At 
such a time it were little less than treason 
to know, or to believe, that there wasa 
flaw in our armour, and not to call 
attention clearly aud honestly to the fact 
(Cheers).
